These  digests  are 
included  in  San  Francisco's  Voter  Information  Pamphlet,  which  is  mailed  to  each  registered  voter  in  advance  of  each 
election.  The  Committee  must  complete  its  digests  no  later  than  85  days  before  the  election.  For  the  November  8, 

2005  election,  this  deadline  falls  on  Monday,  August  15.  In  general,  the  digests  are  limited  to  300  words. 

The  Committee’s  procedures  can  be  summarized  as  follows.  First,  the  Committee  develops  a draft  digest  of  each 
ballot  measure.  Once  the  Committee  members  agree  on  a draft,  they  invite  public  comment  on  the  proposed  digest. 

Each  speaker  is  asked  to  observe  a three-minute  time  limit.  After  all  public  comment  is  received,  the  Committee 
decides  whether  to  revise  the  digest  based  on  the  comments.  The  Committee  does  not  consider  political  arguments 
about  the  proposed  measures.  After  all  proposed  revisions  are  considered,  the  Committee  votes  to  adopt  a final 
digest.  At  least  three  BSC  members  must  vote  in  favor  of  a digest  before  it  becomes  final. 

Any  person  may  submit  a written  Request  for  Reconsideration  of  a digest  to  the  Department  of  Elections.

Once  the  Committee  members  preliminarily  agree  on  a draft  for  discussion 
purposes,  they  invite  public  comment  on  the  proposed  digest.  Each  speaker  is  asked  to  observe  a three- 
minute  time  limit.  After  all  public  comment  is  received,  the  Committee  decides  whether  to  revise  the  digest 
based  on  the  comments.  The  Committee  does  not  consider  political  arguments  about  the  proposed  measures. 
After  all  proposed  revisions  are  considered,  the  Committee  votes  to  adopt  a final  digest.  At  least  three 
Committee  members  must  vote  in  favor  of  a digest  before  it  becomes  final. 


Any  person  may  submit  a written  Request  for  Reconsideration  of  a digest  to  the  Department  of  Elections. 
Requests  for  Reconsideration  must  be  submitted  within  24  hours  of  adoption  of  the  digest.  Guidelines  for 
Requests  for  Reconsideration  are  available  at  each  Committee  meeting  or  from  the  Department  of  Elections. 

Due  to  scheduling  constraints,  the  Committee  may  consider  one  or  more  measures  before  the  final  deadline 
for  submitting  or  withdrawing  those  measures.

! The  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  prepares  a summary  (or  "digest")  of  each  local  ballot  measure.  The 
! digest,  which  is  intended  to  inform  voters  about  a proposed  measure  in  a fair  and  impartial  manner,  is 

i printed  in  the  City's  Voter  Information  Pamphlet  and  mailed  to  every  registered  voter  in  advance  of  the 

election.  The  digest  must  explain  the  primary  purposes  and  points  of  the  measure,  but  is  not  required  to 
j include  auxiliary  or  subsidiary  information. 

Each  digest  must  include  the  following  four  sections: 


• “The  Way  It  Is  Now” 

• “The  Proposal” 

• “A  ‘Yes  ’ Vote  Means  ” 

• “A  ‘No  ’ Vote  Means  ” 

In  general,  each  digest  is  limited  to  300  words.  Digests  may  exceed  the  300-word  limit  if  the  Committee 
determines  that  the  complexity  or  scope  of  the  proposed  measure  requires  a longer  digest.  In  addition, 
digests  must  be  written  as  close  as  possible  to  the  eighth- grade  reading  level. 

The  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  also  assists  the  Director  of  Elections  in  preparing  other 
informational  material  for  the  Voter  Information  Pamphlet,  such  as  a glossary  of  the  terms  that  appear  in 
the  pamphlet. 

Please  note  that  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  is  responsible  only  for  the  digests,  glossary  of 
terms,  and  certain  other  informational  material  in  the  Voter  Information  Pamphlet.  The  Director  of 
Elections  determines  the  titles  of  propositions,  and  the  City  Attorney  prepares  the  ballot  questions.

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How  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  Works 


The  Deputy  City  Attorney  assigned  to  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  prepares  a preliminary  digest 
of  each  proposition.  The  Committee  then  edits  and  amends  that  digest.  During  this  process,  the 
Committee  occasionally  solicits  information  from  City  staff  with  expertise  in  the  subject  matter  or  from 
the  proposition  drafters.  Other  public  comment  is  not  permitted  during  this  phase  of  the  Committee’s 
work. 

When  the  Committee  has  agreed  upon  a draft  digest,  it  opens  the  meeting  to  comments  and  suggestions 
from  the  public.  Each  speaker  is  generally  permitted  three  minutes.  The  Committee  respectfully  requests 
that  comments  be  confined  to  specific  points  concerning  the  language  of  the  draft,  and  not  be 
argumentative  or  repeat  the  suggestions  of  others. 

After  all  members  of  the  public  who  wish  to  comment  on  the  digest  have  been  heard,  the  Committee 
considers  each  of  the  comments  and  suggestions  and  decides  whether  to  amend  the  draft  digest.  The 
Committee  then  votes  to  adopt  the  digest.  At  least  three  votes  are  required  to  adopt  a digest. 

Procedure  for  Reconsideration  of  Digests 

Following  adoption  of  a digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee,  any  person  may  request  that  the 
Committee  reconsider  a digest  by  submitting  a written  Request  for  Reconsideration  to  the  Department  of 
Elections.  The  written  request  must  indicate  the  specific  language  in  the  digest  that  the  requestor  wants 
to  amend,  what  alternate  language  the  requestor  recommends,  and  the  reasons  for  that  recommendation. 

Because  the  Committee  must,  by  law,  complete  its  work  no  later  than  5:00  p.m.  on  Monday, 
August  10,  2009,  Requests  for  Reconsideration  must  be  submitted  within  24  hours  of  adoption  of 
the  digest.

After  all  public  comment  is  received,  the  Committee  decides 
whether  to  revise  the  digest  based  on  the  comments.  The  Committee  does  not  consider  political  arguments  about  the 
proposed  measures.  After  all  proposed  revisions  are  considered,  the  Committee  votes  to  adopt  a final  digest.  At  least  three 
Committee  members  must  vote  in  favor  of  a digest  before  it  becomes  final.

The  Committee  does  not  consider  political  arguments  about  the 
proposed  measures.  After  all  proposed  revisions  are  considered,  the  Committee  votes  to  adopt  a final  digest.  At  least  three 
Committee  members  must  vote  in  favor  of  a digest  before  it  becomes  final.

About  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee 

The  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  prepares  a summary  (or  "digest")  of  each  local  ballot 
measure.  The  digest,  which  is  intended  to  inform  voters  about  a proposed  measure  in  a fair  and 
impartial  manner,  is  printed  in  the  City's  Voter  Information  Pamphlet  and  mailed  to  every 
registered  voter  in  advance  of  the  election.  The  digest  must  explain  the  primary  purposes  and 
points  of  the  measure,  but  is  not  required  to  include  auxiliary  or  subsidiary  information. 

The  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  must  conduct  its  work  in  public  meetings,  and  must 
complete  its  work  no  fewer  than  85  days  before  the  election.  For  the  November  3,  2009  election, 
this  deadline  falls  on  Monday,  August  10,  2009. 

How  the  Committee  Works 

The  Deputy  City  Attorney  assigned  to  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee  prepares  a 
preliminary  digest  of  each  proposition.  The  Committee  then  edits  and  amends  that  digest. 

When  the  Committee  has  agreed  upon  a draft  digest,  it  opens  the  meeting  to  comments  and 
suggestions  from  the  public.  After  all  members  of  the  public  who  wish  to  comment  on  the  digest 
have  been  heard,  the  Committee  considers  each  of  the  comments  and  suggestions  and  decides 
whether  to  amend  the  draft  digest.  The  Committee  then  votes  to  adopt  the  digest.  At  least  three 
votes  are  required  to  adopt  a digest. 

Procedure  for  Reconsideration  of  Digests 

Following  adoption  of  a digest  by  the  Ballot  Simplification  Committee,  any  person  may  request 
that  the  Committee  reconsider  a digest  by  submitting  a written  Request  for  Reconsideration  to 
the  Department  of  Elections.  The  written  request  must  indicate  the  specific  language  in  the  digest 
that  the  requestor  wants  to  amend,  what  alternate  language  the  requestor  recommends,  and  the 
reasons  for  that  recommendation.

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Upon  receipt  of  a Request  for  Reconsideration,  the  Committee  deliberates  and  votes  on  whether 
to  reconsider  its  digest.  If  the  Committee  decides  to  reconsider  the  digest  language,  it  does  so  at 
that  time.  The  Committee  may  or  may  not  change  the  language  of  the  digest.  After  this 
reconsideration,  the  Committee  again  opens  the  meeting  to  comments  and  suggestions  from  the 
public.  The  Committee  then  considers  those  comments  and  suggestions,  decides  whether  or  not 
to  amend,  and  votes  to  adopt  a final  digest.  The  Committee’s  decisions  concerning  Requests  for 
Reconsideration  are  final.
